State M a y Buy 
N ew Office Tower, 
Build Another 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — State 
lawmakers convening Jan. 
6 
ap­ 
parently will be asked to pledge a $109 
million lump sum appropriation to pay 
off the debt on the new $83 million State 
Office Tower and construct a sim ilar 
facility for $26 million in Cleveland. 


Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes and his ad­ 
m in istrativ e 
services 
director, 
Richard L. Krabach, suggested the 
request Wednesday at a meeting with 
Harvey G. Oppmann Jr., chairm an of 
the Ohio Building Authority (OBA). 


The OBA, created by the legislature 
for the sole purpose of constructing 
new buildings, is on the hook for all the 
$83 million spent on the 41-story tower, 
and already has borrowed in excess of 
$2 million for the envisioned structure 
behind 
the 
T erm inal 
Tower 
in 
downtown Cleveland. 
Loans in both cases came from the 
$1.3 billion insurance fund of the 
Bureau of Workmen’s Compensation, 
and the OBA is obligated to repay the 
fund with rents derived from agencies 
that occupy the new structures. 
N either 
Rhodes 
nor 
K rabach 
suggested a way for the legislature to 
come up with the money which ap­ 
parently could be a major task, 
especially in view of a current budget 
crunch that already has cut state 
services this biennium. 
But the governor told Oppmann the 
OBA’s atto rn ey s should d ra ft a 
resolution asking the legislature to 
express its “intent” to appropriate the 


funds in the 1977-1979 biennium . 
Rhodes told the OBA official “ITI help 
you. But we’re not in this officially.” 
Oppman complained that while the 
legislature gave the OBA the authority 
to pick sites and construct “anything 
we want, we don’t have the authority to 
see that they are paid for.” 
However, he said the OBA is con­ 
sidering another statute that might 
permit it to issue revenue bonds to 
repay the insurance fund, and then 
retire the bonds with rent revenues. 
While 
Rhodes 
expressed 
his 
willingness to help, he said the State 
Office Tower 
“was built by 
the 
legislature. They wanted everyone 
else out of the Statehouse so they could 
become full time legislators. They got 
the direct benefit.” 
K rabach pointed out th at the 
legislature came up about $4 million 
short this year when it appropriated 
agency rents for the 1975-1976 fiscal 
year of $7 million, and he said the 
appropriation for the second half of the 
biennium, starting next July I, is 
another $7 million short, including the 
first payment of $3 million in interest 
to the insurance fund. 
The adm inistrative services director 
said the legislature “might as well pay 
it, and get it over with, and then no one 
will have to worry about it anym ore.” 
The alternative to a lump sum ap­ 
propriation of $109 million is “to 
stretch it out over 30 years and pay 
$160 million, including interest,” he 
said. 
Top W atergate 
Figures Still Free 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Nearly a 
year after their convictions in the 
W atergate 
cover-up 
tria l, 
H.R. 
Haldeman, John D. Ehrlichman and 
John N. Mitchell have not seen the 
inside of a prison. And they’re not 
likely to in the near future. 
Whether they ever serve their 2^-to 
8-year sentences is up to the U.S. Court 
of Appeals for now. No m atter what the 
outcome there, the U.S. Supreme 
Court will be asked for a final decision. 
If the appeals court upholds the 
term s set by U.S. District Court Judge 
John J. Sirica it may well order the 
sentences to begin. R arely are 
defendants granted stays while the Su­ 
preme Court hears their cases. 


But appeals take time. The three 
men, along with Robert C. Mardian, 
were convicted last New Year’s Day 
and sentenced Feb. 21. It was fall 
before their appeal briefs reached the 
six judges who will rule. 
Oral arguments are set for Jan. 6, 
more than a year since the jury’s 
guilty verdict and 21 months since 
indictments were brought. 
While they await the outcome of 
their appeals, Haldeman, Ehrlichman 
and Mitchell have been writing books: 
Ehrlichman a novel; Mitchell, a work 
described 
by 
a 
friend 
as 
“non- 
W atergate” ; and Haldeman, a book 
reportedly about his White House 
years, including Watergate. 
The m en have p ractically dis­ 
appeared from public view. 
Haldeman, who as Richard 
M. 
Nixon's chief of staff was one of the 
most powerful men in government, 
made news briefly in March when he 
gave a paid-for interview to CBS. The 
news was more in his fee — reported 
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and 
variously as $25,000, $50,000 
$100,000 — than in what he said. 
In 
May, 
a 
federal 
court 
jury 
dismissed a $l-million suit against him 
stemming from his White House days. 
H aldem an 
refused 
to 
answ er 
questions, citing his rights against self- 
incrimination. 


Ehrlichman, second in influence 
only to Haldeman among the White 
House staff, left his Seattle home and 
became a near-recluse in Santa Fe, 
N.M., while he worked on 
“The 
Company,” a novel about White House 
intrigue and blackmail. He insists it is 
all fiction. 
He has granted few interviews but 
said in a recent deposition that Nixon 
personally ordered secret wiretap files 
moved to the White House for fear FBI 
director J. Edgar Hoover would use 
them for blackmail. 


Mitchell, attorney general under 
Nixon and tw ice his 
cam paign 
m anager, returned to the spotlight 
briefly in October when he testified 
before the Senate intelligence com­ 
mittee. Despite the fact that testimony 
at the cover-up trial showed Nixon, 
Haldeman and Ehrlichman plotted to 
make him take the heat for W atergate, 
M itchell has visited the form er 
president, who is rn near-exile in San 
Clemente, Calif. 
Mardian, whose sentence on one 
count of conspiring to obstruct justice 
was IO months to three years, has 
dropped 
out 
of the 
public 
gaze, 
working in the family heavy con­ 
struction business in Phoenix. 
Mitchell and many of the other 
lawyers 
convicted 
in the

W atergate-related prosecutions have 
been barred from practicing law. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The House 
Commerce Committee is sending its 
omnibus railroad aid bill to the House 
floor after adopting a series of amend­ 
ments designed to avert a threatened 
veto. 


The panel passed the $6.4 billion bill 
on Wednesday. Final approval would 
clear the way for a reorganization of 
seven financially ailing northeastern 
railroads and federal assistance to 
other rail carriers across the nation. 
It did not appear likely that the bill 
would be able to reach the floor for 
debate before at least Friday. 
The Senate already has passed a 
sim ilar bill, but that measure carries 
an $8 5 billion price tag. Differences 
between the two measures will be 
worked out in a conference committee. 
House committee passage of the rail 
m easure came after adoption of ad­ 
ministration amendments to cut down 
total spending authorizations and to 
change language dealing with the 
reoganization process. 
The House committee agreed to cut 
$1 billion from the original m easure at 
the request of the administration. It 
compromised on provisions the ad­ 
ministration considered unacceptable. 
President Ford had threatened to 
veto the legislation unless it was

American Civil Liberties Union has 
called upon the Ohio Supreme Court to 
reverse the convictions of the Rev.

The m inister and parents were 
convicted of violating Ohio’s com­ 
pulsory school attendance laws. 
The ACLU, in a friend of the court 
brief filed late Wednesday, asserted 
that parents holding sincere religious 
beliefs have constitutional rights to 
rear their children in their faith and 
educate them in religious schools of 
their choosing. 
It said members of the Rev. Mr.

Church and other fundam entalist 
institutions are entitled to the same 
protection which the U.S. Supreme 
Court has said is applicable to those of 
the Amish faith.

Russia A nd China Clash In U.N. 


UNITED NATIONS, N Y. (AP) 
Proposals for the United 
Nations 
General Assembly to condemn foreign 
intervention in Angola collapsed 
Wednesday night after another round 
of acrimonious debate and a split 
among the African nations. 
Chinese delegate Iiai Ya-li called 
Soviet Ambassador Jacob Malik a 
disciple of Nazi l*ropaganda Minister 
Joseph Goebbels and said Soviet Com­ 
munist party chief lieonid I. Brezhnev 
“ would follow Hitler. Goebbels and the 
like into the dustbin of history.” 
Malik said the Chinese Communist 
government was “an old ally and 
friend of South Africa and the former 
Fascist regime of Portugal.” He also 
charged that Chinese military in­ 
structors in Angola are "working side 
by side with agents from the Central 
Intelligence Agency of the United 
States.” 


Cuban Ambassador Ricardo Alarcon 
called U.S. Ambassador Daniel P 
Moynihan a pseudo-professor He said 
the Cuban government is helping the 
Soviet-backed Popular Movement, or 
MPLA, in the Angolan civil war “ with 
all possible m eans.”

Sunlight M eans Death To Girls 


TULSA, Okla (AP) 
Two young 
sisters are condemned to a life without 
sunshine because the sun’s rays mean 
certain death for them. 
Terri Addington, 12, and her 10-year- 
old sister, Lisa, cannot let the sunlight 
touch them because their bodies are 
unable 
to 
cope 
with 
the 
sun’s 
ultraviolet rays. 
“Ultraviolet is harmful to all of us,” 
said Dr. Pete Dosser, a dermatologist 
and one of several doctors following 
the girls’ case. “ But the normal body 
quickly and easily repairs the damage. 
The girls’ repair mechanisms are 
faulty " 
This results in severe freckling 
which the girls have suffered since 
their first year. The freckles later turn 
into rough, scaly spots which in turn 


may develop into one of several forms 
of skin cancer. 
Dosser said skin cancer is IOO per 
cent curable. 
But victims of the 
disease called xeroderma pigmentosa 
get so many tumors so young that just 
one over-looked lesion can become 
fatal quickly if it spreads to the blood 
stream or brain, he said. 
There is no known cure for the 
disease and life expectancy based on 
the 50 or so previously recorded cases 
runs from 8 to 15 years. 
“ About the only form of treatm ent 
we know of is absolute avoidance of 
sunlight and frequent operations to 
remove the skin tumors as they crop 
up," Dosser said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The House 
Ways and Means Committee, em ­ 
barrassed by its approval of the so­ 
called Perot amendment, is taking 
steps to assure that members of the 
tax-writing panel are aware of who 
would benefit from any special tax 
legislation. 


The panel’s staff specialists are 
being directed to advise committee 
members whether any special tax 
legislation before the committee would 
be retroactive and whether it would 
benefit any particular taxpayer. 


Officials made clear the directive 
was imposed as a result of the com­ 
m ittee’s approval last month of an 
amendment that retroactively would 
have conferred $165 million in special 
tax refunds to high-income investors, 
including a reported $15 million for 
Texas businessman H. Ross Perot. 


The Wall Street Journal, which later 
identified Perot as a major beneficiary 
of the amendment, said Perot’s pros­ 
pective 
gain 
“may 
be the 
most 
gigantic tax break in history for one 
person.” The newspaper disclosed that 
the amendment was drafted by Perot’s 
lawyer and that Perot had contributed 
a total of $27,400 to 12 members of the 
37-member committee. 


Perot later denied the amendment 
was introduced at his request. He said 
committee members who voted for the 
feature “had no way of knowing my in­ 
terest.” 


The disclosure of how Perot would 
have benefitted from the m easure led 
Rep. Fortney H. Stark, D-Calif., a 
Ways and Means member, to say the 
amendment was “somewhat of an 
em barrassm ent to many of us.” 


Stark said during floor debate on the 
m easure there had never been any 
evidence before the committee that the 
amendment was “for the benefit of any 
one individual.” The full House sub­ 
sequently killed the amendment by a 
379 to 27 vote. 
Thus, when the committee met 
Wednesday to take up legislation

After a unanimous show of support 
from the Senate Democratic Caucus, 
the Finance Conunittee settled on the 
sixmonth extension in an attempt to 
avoid the veto fight with Ford.

Troops from an 850-man commando

of the Phoenicia, leaving its soot-cov- 
ered debris to adolescent Moslem 
street fighters. A charred body lay on 
the gutted ground floor and at least 
three more bodies sprawled on upper 
floors, covered by a layer of black 
dust. 
The heaviest overnight fighting 
swirled around an office building 
called the Starco C enter, where 
Christian gunmen of the right-wing 
Phalange party repelled a Moslem 
assault to pinch off their lifeline to the 
besieged Holiday Inn.

hundreds of autographs. He was given 
special transportation to the hotel, 
football stadium and airport. The 
Drake University band paid him a 
musical salute.

He had pleaded innocent and in­ 
nocent by reason of insanity. He was 
convicted of spraying .30-caliber 
bullets from a balcony at the motel. 
He was arrested in Grants Pass, 
Ore., six hours after the shootings

AKRON, Ohio (AP) - Old and 
forgotten natural gas wells recently 
rediscovered beneath the municipal 
airport here could produce enough fuel 
to heat 7,300 homes for a year, city 
officials have been told. 
But th e re ’s a 
$110,000 
catch. 
Geogologist Sam Myers of nearby 
Portage County has told the city there 
may be as many as IO wells, each 
capable of producing up to 300,000 
cubic feet per day. 
But Myers also says the city can 
expect 
to 
pay 
$50,000 
each 
for 
redrilling and another $60,000 each to 
bring a well into production. 
Mayor John Ballard said Wednesday 
the city will study the m atter. 
The wells were drilled in the 1930s 
but 
were 
capped 
off 
as 
being 
uneconomical because electricity was 
cheaper than gas, city officials said. 
City workers building a municipal 
maintenance center found the wells 
last summer, prompting the current 
consideration. 
The airport, besides being the blimp 
dock for Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co., 
serves prim arily light private planes. 
Commercial flights serving the area 
use the Akron-Canton Regional Airport 
outside the city. 
Conversion of the municipal airport 
land into an industrial park has been 
under consideration. Officials now say 
they will look into the possibility that 
the gas wells may be returned to 
production to serve any 
industry 
locating in the park. 
Myers recommended that the city 
turn the m atter over to a private 
driller who could take advantage of tax 
breaks unavailable to the city.

The sub­ 
district is composed of FFA chapters 
in Pickaway, Ross, Scioto, Pike and 
Cyclamate Ban 
M ay Be Lifted 
Within Year 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The six- 
year-old government ban on the ar­ 
tificial sweetener cyclamate, a move 
that left a bitter taste in the mouths of 
millions of diet-conscious Americans, 
may be lifted next year. 
A blue-ribbon scientific panel ten­ 
tatively concluded Wednesday that 
more than 20 new animal-feeding 
studies conducted in some of the 
world’s most prestigious research labs 
had failed to turn up evidence that 
cyclam ate causes cancer, 
birth 
defects or genetic damage. 
But one panelist, Dr. I. Bernard 
Weinstein of Columbia University, 
said he still had a nagging suspicion 
that cyclamate may be a “weak 
carcinogen” that could pose risks of 
cancerous tumors in up to 5 per cent of 
users. He said there is enough doubt to 
warrant more tests. 
The other four scientists on the panel 
said some of the world’s top resear­ 
chers failed to 
demonstrate that 
cyclamate causes cancer in mice, rats, 
guinea pigs and rabbits. They gave 
their go-ahead for drafting a report 
due in March to the Food and Drug 
Administration. 
Abbott laboratories, the leading 
cyclamate producer and the petitioner 
seeking FDA reapproval of the sugar 
substitute, 
called 
the 
panel’s 
preliminary conclusion “gratifying.” 
“ We think the m ajor question 
clouding the future of cyclamate is 
gone or soon to be gone,” said Abbott 
vice president Richard W. Kasperson. 
The FDA had no immediate com­ 
ment but is expected to study the 
scientific pan el’s conclusions and 
recommendations closely before it 
admits cyclamates back into the 
nation’s food supply. 
The cyclamate saga began in 1937 
when Michael Sveda, a University of 
Illinois chemistry student, became 
curious about the sweet taste in the 
cigarette he had laid down on some 
chemicals on the laboratory bench. He 
had accidently discovered a new sugar 
substitute.

Officials of the FBI

other police agencies have

FBI chief Clarence Kelley 
has informed Congress that 
terrorist bombings are on the 
ascendancy.

months of 1975. 


“The fanaticism of many of 
these urban guerrillas and 
revolutionaries,’’ said Kelley,

penetration difficult.” 
Perhaps more worrisome to 
police officials is what Kelley 
called 
“the approbation of 
terrorist activity by otherwise 
law-abiding citizens, given

Lay That Snow Shovel Down

showed that 40 per 
cent

all 
Americans 
consider 
them selves 
overweight. . . and roughly 25 per 
cent more are overweight but haven’t 
stopped eating long enough to consider 
it. 
These statistics probably will 
enlarge 
(along 
with 
hips 
and 
waistlines) in the coming months, 
which are known technically as winter 
and, informally, as the awkward 
season. 
They are awkward months because 
physical fitness experts warn us to 
exercise with utmost caution or we’ll 
hear it from our hearts. Shoveling 
snow is one man’s exercise and 
another man’s cardiac or sacroiliac 
problem. On the workable theory that 
it’s better to gain weight than pass on, 
physicians urge anyone over 40 to hand 
the shovel to kids. Since folks over 40 
are the more overweight, what can 
they do to keep fit in winter without 
problems? 
A pamphlet titled, “How to Keep Fit 
and Like It’’ is most helpful, in that it 
assures laggards like myself that 
strenous exercise is plain silly — and 
should be omitted in favor of small, 
steady spurts of energy every day. 
You undoubtedly have read similar 
lists before, but it’s always reassuring 
to be reminded that running the 100- 
yard dash is no way to shed a pound. In 
fact, in order to shed one pound (4,320 
calories worth) of body fat, you would 
have to: 
Walk 144 miles at a fast clip; ride a 
horse for 44 hours; lay 14,781 bricks; 
launder by hand for 22 hours; play 
Ping-Pong for 17*4 hours; do 5,714 
pushups; shovel 114,739 pounds of 
snow; work ll eight-hour office days; 
or think for 2,160 hours about how silly 
this all is. 
So, obviously, serious exercise is not 
the quick, easy way to lose weight. The 
booklet points out that most exercise of 
any consequence may, indeed, in­ 
crease your appetite and dehydrate 
you to the point where you’ll overeat 
and drink — and be plumper than ever. 
Better, for fitness, is to perform 
moderate 
exercises 
that 
come 
naturally and are even enjoyable. 
lf you are the type who never finds 
exercise natural or enjoyable, then 
make a habit of living with “built-in” 
fitness routines. These are daily bits 
and pieces of exertion which can 
become so commonplace that you will 
become physically fit without even 
noticing what you’re doing: 
Start this way: 
At night, kick your slippers under 
the bed. Then, in the morning, get 
down on hands and knees to pull them 
out, 
If you can still stand after this 
exercise, always dress (and undress) 
in <in upright position. Wriggling into 
pants or panty-hose, standing up, is 
more tricky, and muscle-toning, than 


you might think. 
When you’re going to a destination 
by bus or taxi, make it a habit to get 
out of the conveyance a few blocks too 
soon, and walk the rest of the way. 
Briskly 
Humming a lively tune 
helps, suggests the booklet. 
Never use an elevator for two floors 
up or three floors down. Get off on the 
wrong floor and walk the rest of the 
way. 
Wash and polish the car yourself. 
This procedure uses most of the same 
muscles you use in swimming, which is 
the most overall muscle-toning sport. 
If you don’t own a car, find something 
else to wash and polish. Cleaning 
windows, particularly picture win­ 
dows, is excellent modified exercise. 
It goes without saying that, if you 
can dance around the house of office 


instead of walk, that would be health­ 
ful. If you can squat instead of slump in 
front of the TV set, you’ll keep more 
limber. If you stand while talking on 
the phone, rather than sit, your hips 
will benefit. And through it all, eat 
moderately and nutritionally: Heavy 
on the carrot and celery sticks, light on 
the liquor and sweets. 


Of course, there’s always a chance 
that, 
after 
they’ve 
observed 
you 
romping up the stairs and dancing 
around the office, your friends and co­ 
workers may talk. This is good. 
Challenge them to a duel. Remember, 
eight and one-half hours of fencing 
burns up one pound of fat. 


But doctors warn: Don’t overdo it 
and get yourself pierced. That’s just 
too much (literally) to go through . . .

NEW YORK (AP) — “In the past 
century 
we 
built 
America 
into 
history’s richest society,” said the 
speaker. “In the next century, we will 
build in America history’s quality 
society.” 
The speaker was not the first to 
articulate what many people now 
believe and hope will be the underlying 
theme of the country’s third century, 
the translation of material riches into 
a better life for people. 
Irving S. Shapiro, nevertheless, is 
perhaps the corporate executive who 
has most clearly presented the theme 
in terms of the challenge to business. 
He is chairman of E.I. du Pont de 
Nemours & Co. 
In an address to the N.Y. Board of 
Trade a few days ago, Shapiro spoke 
remarkably clearly about topics on 
which businessmen often are accused 
of substituting rhetoric for sincerity, 
and trying to cover their failures with 
criticism. 
“A lot of good, a lot of sound 
progress,” he said, is going to emerge 
from our present confrontation with 
economic realities, the realization that 
some of our institutions are failing, 
that energy costs are rising, that in­ 
flation is likely to be persistent, that 
population growth is slowing. 
Forced to recognize that the past 
cannot be the sole model for the future, 
Americans will use their talents, their 
dedication, their spirit, their creativity 
to meet the new challenges, he said. 
And what are they? He listed these, 
among others: 
—“We 
must complete the 
sub­ 
stantial progress made in our effort 
toward complete racial and sexual 
equality of opportunity, so that all 
individuals can be judged and ad­ 
vanced on the merits of capbilities 
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alone. 
—“Industry and communities and 
individuals must effectively control 
pollution, where so much tangible 
progress has already been made. 
—“With a more selective investment 
program, geared 
to new 
market 
demands 
as 
well 
as 
to 
capital 
restraints, we should strive to bring 
more stability to the economic cycle, 
moderating the violent gyrations that 
bring personal hardship to many in­ 
nocent victims.... 
—“We must recognize the con­ 
tinuing revolution in consumer ex­ 
pectations, and respond with products 
of durability, utility and value, fully 
tested for safety and performance by 
manufacturers of integrity. 
—“Business must get its ethical 
house in order.... Shoddy ethical and 
moral perform ances by a sm all 
number of businessmen have tarred 
all business people.” 
In seeking such quality goals, “in 
adjusting to new economic realities,” 
said Shapiro, “I see four specific areas 
in which business and industry can 
profitably work to ease our transition 
to new objectives.” 
1. “We employers must intensity our 
sensitivity to the aspirations and 
personal goals of our people, whose 
attitudes can help or hamper our 
economic evolution.” 
2. Business must develop a more 
effective content in communicating 
with the public, the news media and 
public officials, in order to “moderate 
misconceptions and overexpectations 
that plague us.” 
3. A better working relationship 
must be built between law and science,

Speaking Of Your Health

I have been told that I have a hiatus 
hernia. I follow the doctor’s orders, but 
I don’t understand the condition. I hate 
to bother my doctor because of my 
stupidity. 
Mrs. V. L.,Tenn. 
Dear Mrs. L. : 
“Stupidity” is the last accusation 
with which you should be labeled. It is 
not unusual for patients to be confused 
by a description of their condition, 
especially when they are in a state of 
anxiety. 
Rightful concern interferes with the 
proper communication between the 
doctor and the patient. You can be 
certain that your doctor would gladly 
repeat and clarify what he has told 
you. 
Physicians know that unless patients 
clearly understand their condition they 
are less likely to follow the instructions 
and the regimen of treatment. 
The esophagus is a tube that passed 
from the mouth to the stomach. Food is 
passed through this conduit. 
On the way to joining the stomach 
the esophagus passes through a nor­ 
mal opening in the diaphragm. In 
some instances, this opening becomes 
enlarged and a portion of the stomach 
may be pulled up through the opening 
and remain in this abnormal position. 
This is known as a “diaphragmatic” 
or “hiatus” hernia. 


Very frequently, a hiatus hernia 
exists in the elderly without producing 
any symptoms. 
During a 
routine 
examination of the stomach, this may 
be found. 
Once the person with hiatus hernia 
knows that this is not a tumor and that 
it can be controlled with diet and 
medication, the anxiety level subsides. 


I am prone to canker sores of the 
mouth. Are there any new treatments 
besides gargles? 
Miss E.K ., Ohio 
Dear Miss K.: 
Canker sores, or “aphthous” ulcers, 
are caused by a virus. It is rare to 
pinpoint the one of many viruses 
responsible for this painful condition. 
Poor dental hygiene may be one of 
the causes. The tendency to bite the 
inside lining of the mouth may be 
another. 
Badly fitting dentures can be a 
cause, too. 


An infinite number of forms of 
treatment have been tried. None are 
completely effective in all instances. 
Two products, Lactinex and Vacid, 
contain the lacto bacillus that helps to 
sour milk. Sometimes, taking these 
tablets may reduce the frequency, the 
severity and the duration of these 
unpleasant sores.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
Finance Committee is racing to write a 
bill continuing $13 billion in individual 
incometax cuts for another six months, 
even though members are convinced 
President Ford will veto any measure 
they approve.

Supreme Court says police can resume 
questioning a criminal suspect who 
has invoked his right to remain silent 
as long as they “scrupulously honor” 
his right to end the interrogation at any 
time. 
In a 6 to 2 decision Tuesday, the 
court said the landmark Miranda 
ruling in 1966 does not mean that a 
suspect who exercises his right to 
silence “can never again be subjected 
to custodial interrogation by any police 
officer at any time or place on any 
subject.” 
In fact, the court said, police may 
resume questioning in a matter of 
hours as was done in the Michigan case 
that prompted the decision. 
But the court cautioned that the 
Miranda rules also do not “penult a 
resumption of interrogation after a 
momentary respite.” 
Either extreme “would lead to 
absurd and unintentional results,” the 
justices said. But they laid down no 
further guidelines to say how long po­ 
lice must wait before resuming in­ 
terrogation after a suspect has 
exercised his right to remain silent. 
When questioning resum es, the 
suspect must again be given the op­ 
portunity to exercise his right to 
remain silent at any point, the court 
declared. 
Justices William J. Brennan and 
Thurgood Marshall dissented, arguing 
that the majority decision represents a 
step toward erosion of the court’s 
attempts to protect a suspect from 
self-incrimination. 
The landmark Miranda decision, 
issued by the late Chief Justice Earl 
Warren, required police to advise a 
suspect of his right to remain silent 
and his right to counsel and to warn 
him that anything he might say to 
police could be used against him in 
court. 


Ford’s veto, American wage earners 
would begin feeling the bite of higher 
taxes in January. 
Ford and the Democratic-controlled 
Congress agree on the need to continue 
this year’s tax cut, but Ford wants to 
impose a $395-billion ceiling on federal 
spending for 1977. 
Democrats generally contend such a 
ceiling is not possible so far in advance 
of the start of the fiscal year under new 
congressional budget procedures. But 
those procedures require that a 
spending limit for fiscal 1977, which 
begins next Oct. I, be set by May 15. 
Therefore, the Finance Committee 
will attempt to extend this year’s tax 
cuts through June 30. At that time, the 
cut could be renewed for the re­ 
mainder of 1976 and a spending lid 
unposed for 1977. 
The six-month tax cut extension is 
aimed not only at appeasing those 
conservatives who want to cut federal 
spending but at drawing support from 
a liberal bloc, led by Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy, D-Mass., that seeks to close 
loopholes that allow the wealthy to 
avoid a large share of their taxes. 
Kennedy told the Finance Com­ 
mittee he would be willing to delay 
consideration of most of the tax- 
revision proposals approved by the 
House if the Senate were allowed to 
vote this year on tightening two such 
loopholes: the minimum tax on the 
wealthy and a section that allows 
owners of some property to escape 
estate taxation. 
Committee Chairman Bussell B. 
Long, D-I^a., insists there is no way the 
Senate can vote on such tax revisions 
until hearings are held. But he has 
promised his committee will consider 
such action before next July.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The new 
National Commission on Diabetes said 
today the disease may have become 
the nation’s third-ranking killer. 
“I^ast year 38,000 persons died 
directly from diabetes, and there is 
strong evidence that perhaps as many 
as 300, OOO deaths could be attributed 
to diabetes and its complications,” the 
commission said. “This would make 
diabetes the third-ranking cause of 
death, after heart disease and can­ 
cer.” 
In its first report to Congress, the 17- 
m em ber commission urged that 
federal funds for diabetes research be 
tripled by fiscal 1979. 
“Diabetes is a major health problem 
directly 
affecting 
IO 
million 
Americans,” the commission said. 
“The prevalence of the disease is in­ 
creasing rapidly.” 
The economic toll of the disease is 
estimated at $5.3 billion a year, while 
federal spending for research into 
treatment and prevention amounted to 
only $43 million last year, the report 
said. 
The introduction of insulin therapy 
for diabetics helps control but does not 
cure the disease, which can cause 
blindness and kidney and heart com­ 
plications, the report said.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — In a 
decision which could affect all Ohioans 
who buy or build homes, the Supreme 
Court ruled today that mortgage banks 
have no strict obligation to their 
customers to protect against the filing 
of liens on newly constructed homes.

“ mechanic’s liens” which can force 
homeowners to pay twice for their 
houses. 
In a 5-2 decision, the court held that 
the homeowner is responsible for 
protecting himself from unscrupulous 
contractors who fail to pay con­ 
struction bills, thus leaving the com­ 
pleted home open to court seizure.

and so on—to file liens against a house 


A thens County 
Sheriff Probes 
3 Slayings 


ATHENS, Ohio (A P) - The Athens 
County Sheriff’s Department today 
was trying to piece together a motive 
for the shootings at a rural house south 
of Annsville Wednesday night that left 
three persons dead and another 
wounded. 
Authorities identified the dead as 
John Mayle, 19, and Richard Jago, 23, 
who lived at the address where the 
shootings occurred, and Ralph Parry, 
19, who lived about two miles away. 
The injured man was identified as 
John Mitchell, 26, a neighbor of Mayle 
and Jago. He was listed in good con­ 
dition with three gunshot wounds at 
University Hospital, Columbus. 
Sheriff Paul Brown said that Parry, 
who reportedly was home on leave 
from the Marine Corps, was found 
dead in his car a short distance from 
the house where the shootings oc­ 
curred, wearing full combat uniform 
with a bandolier of ammunition. 
Brown said a rifle, handgun and wire 
garrote were found in Perry’s car. 
According to the sheriff, Mitchell 
told authorities he heard gunshots, 
grabbed a pistol, stepped outside and 
saw Parry in the yard of his neighbors’ 
house. 
Mitchell reportedly said that Parry 
fired at him and he returned the fire. 
Parry reportedly then staggered to 
Mayle’s car, started off and crashed in 
a nearby farm yard. 
Brown said Parry was carrying 
Mayle’s identification. 
Mayle’s body was found in the front 
yard of his house. Jago was found 
inside on the living room floor.

The money was paid to the general 
contractor, Taylor and Associates. But 
subcontractors, claiming Taylor did 
not pay their bills, filed suit after the 
house was completed to foreclose on 
their liens. 
The Cottrills claimed that Dollar 
Federal was liable as their agent since 
it had inspected the premises and then 
wrote the checks to the contractor. The 
Cottrills claimed that Dollar Federal 
was obligated to make sure Taylor 
paid the subcontractors. 
The 1st District Court of Appeals 
agreed, overruling a trial court 
decision. But in the Supreme Court 
ruling today, the state’s high court said 
Dollar Federal was under no such ob­ 
ligation.

Retail Sales 
Gains Noted 
For Ohio

Automotive and other durable goods 
dominated retail sales gains in Ohio in 
October, the Ohio State University 
Center for Business and Economic Re­ 
search says. 
Those sales marked the fourth 
consecutive monthly increase, the 
center said, rising 3.9 per cent over 
September and 8 per cent over the 
same period a year earlier. 
Among 25 types of businesses sur­ 
veyed, ll had increases over October 
1974, 13 showed decreases and state 
liquor store results were about un­ 
changed. 
Automobile dealers said sales were 
up 26 per cent in October, and 
household appliance, television and 
radio stores said sales were up 20 per 
cent. 
Fuel sales plummeted 76 per cent 
during the month, and hay, feed and 
garden stores felt a 35 per cent decline. 
For the first IO months of 1975, 13 of 
the 25 businesses increased sales and 
12 decreased over the first IO months of 
1974, the center said. 
Drug store business improved most 
at 12 per cent, followed by grocery 
stores and restaurants at 8 per cent. 
Fuel dealers (-41 per cent) and heat­ 
ing-plumbing dealers (-22 per cent) 
had the largest declines from the year 
before. 
The center said October business 
improved over October 1974 in IO of the 
state’s ll major city-county areas 
surveyed during the first IO months, 
including strong improvements in 
Toledo, Dayton, Akron, Columbus and 
Cincinnati.

Shonto, a business professor and 
director of publications at Michigan. 
“No matter how rates are calculated, 
all costs, including the cost of at­ 
tracting new capital, must be paid.” 
Ohio gas, electric and telephone 
rates are determined by a Recon­ 
struction Cost New (RCN) formula 
which permits utilities to reevaluate 
their original costs of their plants at 
current market values. This “trending 
up” is tempered by a depreciation 
factor but opponents argued last week 
that the net result “is a valuation of 
up-to-date prices on out-of-date 
properties.” 
The proposed alternative is an 
original cost plan that would set rates 
based on the actual costs incurred by a 
company in delivering service, without 
updating the value of original capital 
investments. 
“To think of changing the Ohio 
utility rate law from RCN to original 
cost,” said Mrs. Shonto, “is to pretend 
that each of us should be paid 1945 
wages while we pay 1975 prices.” 
She said states using original cost 
calculations, such as Michigan, are 
forced to “dress up” the formula with 
gimmicks so utilities can keep pace 
with inflation. 
“In effect,” she argued, “RCN is the 
modern approach to rate-making 
because inflation is the current and 
future problem and because financial 
results lose all meaning without 
recognizing adjustments for in­ 
flation.” 
She said the current formula helped 
Ohio utilities to continue expansion 
and provide customer services. 
Mrs. Shonto, who read from a 17- 
page statement and supplied the 
lawmakers with a 33-page background 
report, appeared on behalf of all major 
Ohio utilities, an Ohio Bell spokesman 
said. Her fee will be pooled, he added. 
Most consumer groups want RCN 
abolished because of the subjectivity 
involved in calculating rates through a 
formula so complex that most laymen 
cannot comprehend it. 
The Public Utilities Commission of 
Ohio, which regulates rates, has en­ 
dorsed repeal of RCN which is used in 
its pure form only in Ohio.

Holiday Season Sees Increase 
In Shoplifting, Drunk Driving 
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Jobless Claims Rise 


By BOB BENSON HAVER 
Herald Staff Writer 
Although one shudders to even think 
the thought, it’s almost safe to say that 
the Chirstmas, New Year, drunken 
driving 
and 
shoplifting 
are 
synonymous. And most law authorities 
will agree, at least according to 
statistics. 
As to how many drunk driving 
arrests, (OM VI, operating a motor 
vehicle while under the influence of 
alcohol or drugs) or shoplifting 
charges there will be, “ I don’t really 
know” says Municipal Court Judge 
Charles Hosterman. This is Judge 
Hosterm an’s first holiday season 
serving on the bench. 
“ It ’s 
not 
necessarily 
around 
Christmas that you have so many 
drunken drivers,” Hosterman noted, 
“ It’s the parties in the weeks leading 
up to Christmas and New Year’s.” 
The Municipal Judge added that the 
area hasn’t had any real pro shoplift­ 
ers and really doesn’t expect any. 
“ But, if we do, we’U come down hard 
on them,” he stated. 


Since many of the businesses are 
located 
in 
the 
city 
limits, 
any 
shoplifting offense would be in­ 
vestigated by the Circleville Police 
Department. 
According to Sgt. I,arry Pontious, 
the biggest percentage of shoplifters 
are teenagers between 13-17 years of 
age. “ The kids take small items, girls 
take makeup and boys take records or 
cigarettes.” 
The 
second 
largest 
group 
of 
shoplifters would be middle-age 
women. “ It’s hard to tell what they 
would take,” Pontious reported, “ They 
take anything from makeup to hams.” 
Pontious also added, that the 
department arrests only about IO per 
cent of the shoplifters. 
According to previous investigations 
by Pontious, stores are the biggest 
help to shoplifters. “ The stores aren’t 
set up properly, ifs too accessible to 
shoplift.” he stated, “ And they don’t 
have good security systems.” 
“ ’That’s true,” say officials in one 
local department store, “ The only 
clearcut way to stop shoplifting is to 
put everything under lock and key.” 
Most 
large department 
stores 
in 
Circleville are self serve stores and 
items are out in the open available to 
the customer to serve himself. 
One local store has security guards 
who have the right to arrest persons 
caught in the act of shoplifting. 
'The Christmas season shows the 
biggest jump in shoplifting according 
to local store managers. And, ac­ 
cording to local statistics, shoplifting 
goes up about 50 per cent. 
Sgt. Pontious also added that bad 
checks usually increase during the 
Christmas season, especially 
ones 
written on insufficient funds. 
Sheriff Dwight Radcliff agreed that 
there is quite a large amount of 
shoplifting in the discount stores. 
“ People see things happen, such as 
shoplifting,’’ Radcliff stated, “ but are 
afraid to take a stand against these 
offenders.” 
Under 
the 
Ohio 
Revised 
Code, 
shoplifting is classified under theft, 
which could constitute petit or grand 
theft, depending on the value of the 
item. Petit theft is a misdemeanor, 
however, if it is a second offense, it 
automatically becomes a felony. 
One store manager concluded that

Drunk Driving 
Drinking and driving has become the 
nation’s number one social problem, 
according to statistics. And, as sad as 
it seems, the Christmas season is one 
of the two worst times of the year for 
law enforcement officers. 
I A. D. S. Kohn of Highway Patrol 
Post 65 stated that there is usually a 
drop in the amount of arrests for 
operating a motor vehicle while under 
the influence of alcohol or drugs during 
the month of December. 
In December, 1973, 26 arrests were 
made and 29 in 1974. However, ac­ 
cording to statistics compiled by Ut. 
Kohn, 1975 has seen an overran in­ 
crease in OMVI arrests. The only 
months showing a minimal decrease 
were June, August and October. 
Another example, in November of 
1973 there were 32 arrests, 38 arrests 
were made in 1974 and 53 in 1975, which 
verifies the increase noted by Kohn. 
“ But,” Kohn added, “ the problem is 
year round and not just Christmas or 
New Year’s. December’s arrests will 
probably be in the 30s,” he concluded. 
For the city, it’s a different story. 
Arrests for OMVI during December 
usually 
double according to Sgt. 
Pontious citing statistics from the past 
three years. He stated the reasons for 
the increase are people, from the week 
before Christmas to and including New 
Year’s, traveling to and from parties 
where alcohol is served. 
During December of 1974, the city 
made 18 OMVI arrests, where other 
months, it would be as low as four and 
as high as IO arrests. And, mainly 
because of drunk drivers, December 
has the highest ratio for auto ac­ 
cidents. “ Bad weather, drinking and 
driving just don’t mix, 
Pontious 
concluded. 
Sheriff Radcliff noted that there has 
been an increase in OMVI arrests 
during December of 1973 and 1974, but 
no doubling of statistics. He feels also 
that there will be an increase, but how 
much he couldn’t say. 


“ All I can do is urge those persons 
who are going to drink, not to drive, 


but it’s up to the individual to heed the 
warning,” Radcliff stated. 
Ifs quite obvious that Christmas and 
New Years are a highly joyous and 
celebrated time of the year. But, from 
a negative point of view, it can quickly 
be spoiled, whether intentionally or 
unintentionally, by someone who fails 
to realize how much alcohol his body 
can absorb.

prove costly. The maximum one could 
be charged in court for OMVI is $1000 
and six months in jail, and a suspen­ 
sion of the operator’s permit. The law 
mandates one must serve at least 
three days in jail and a suspension of 
the driver’s permit for 30 days. 
For example, a person appearing in 
Municipal Court must pay a $500 bond, 
which includes costs. Some cities offer 
rehabilitation programs at a cost of 
$30. Pickaway County has no such 
program. 
The victim owns two cars, has been 
paying $100 per year for one adult 
child, his wife and himself for auto 
liability. He will still pay about $100 for 
his wife and child, but insurance for 
him will cost an extra $200 (liability 
only) for a minimum of three years. 
The total cost, $600. 
In addition to the court fines and 
increased insurance, he faces a 
minimum of three days in jail and 
minimum loss of driving rights for 30 
days. At $3 per hour times 24 hours 
(three working days) money lost on 
the job would cost $72 and at $2 per day 
for transportation to and from work, 
he would face an additional cost of $60. 
The total costs for a charge of OMVI, 
not including attorney fees, would 
average approximately $1232. 
Some people do not realize the 
seriousness of these two crimes. It 
could cost less or it could cost more. 
But the best gift anyone could ask for 
would be a decrease in shoplifting and 
drunk driving offenses.

With John Lucas sporting his lucky 
charm, the talent Terps rambled past 
Georgia

93-65, 
running 
Maryland’s record to 5-0.

Hesearchers say they have amassed 
conclusive 
evidence 
that 
most 
schizophrenia is caused by chemical 
imbalances in the brain and tends to be 
hereditary. 


“ We now have a .steady stream of 
new data and information instead of 
just a simplistic theory,” said Dr. Wil­ 
liam E. Bunney of the National 
Institute of Mental Health during a 
conference here. 


Dr. 
Seymour Kety, a 
Harvard 
University psychopharmacologist in 
whose honor the gathering was held, 
said there are three main lines of 
leserach contributing to the belief that 
mental disorders are biochemical in 
origin. 


Kety said there is now “ conclusive 
evidence” of hereditary influence in 
most schizophrenia and many cases of 
manic depression. 


'The psychiatric drug specialist said 
the evidence on schizophrenia comes 
from studies of adopted persons who 
developed the illness later in life. 
Scientists who contacted the patients’ 
natural families — with whom the 
victims had no contact after their 
adoption — determined that the illness 
tended to run in the family, Kety said. 


Researchers reason that if the 
illness is hereditary, it is chemical in 
origin because genes express them­ 
selves chemically. 


Kety said researchers also have 
concluded that the transmission of 
nerve impulses from one nerve cell to 
another also is by chemical means 
rather than through electrical signals, 
as previously theorized. This in turn 
lends support to the theory that the 
chemical balance in the brain has a 
great effect on a person’s mood and 
behavior, he said. 


The third area of evidence of 
chemical origin, he said, 
is the 
successful development of drugs to 
allay psychotic behavior. The newer 
drugs have been effective in relieving 


psychotic symptoms in 80 per cent of 
schizophrenics and 70 per cent of 
depressive individuals, he said. 
Kety, the first scientific director of 
the NIMH when it was established in 
1951, was honored at the conference 
last week for his efforts in biological 
psychiatry. The conference was 
sponsored by 
the 
Intra-Science 
Research Foundation. 
Scientists attending the conference 
have differed about which chemicals 
will be effective in treating psychotic 
diseases and about what chemicals are 
involved in the socalled imbalances. 
Bunney, for example, said he and his 


colleague, Dr. Frederick Goodwin of 
the National Institute of Mental 
Health, have found weaknesses in the 
theories that dopamine or serotonin 
are regulators of brain chemistry, but 
the researchers agreed the imbalances 
are almost certainly of a chemical 
nature. 
Kety cautioned his colleagues 
against letting setbacks in pinpointing 
the precise chemicals make them 
pessimistic. In view of the extreme 
complexity of the brain, he said, 
solutions won’t be easy, but scientists 
can be encouraged they are on the 
right track.

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3 M en Held In Abduction; 
M issin g Banker N ot Found 


NEWARK, Ohio (AP) — A body was 
found today near the area where 
authorities were searching for Jam es 
J. Crawford, a Detroit bank executive, 
who was abducted a week ago, the FBI 
at the scene said. 
The FB I was uncertain whether the 
body was that of Crawford and refused 
further comment. FBI agents in Det- 
riot said Crawford’s family was in­ 
formed that a body had been found and 
was awaiting positive identification. 
Crawford, a 25-year-old assistant 
bank manager for National Bank of 
Detroit, was abducted last Friday on 
his way to work at a bank branch on 
the west side of Detroit. 
The 
kidnapers 
had 
demanded 
$250,000 through intermediaries picked 
at random to deliver their messages. 
The FBI said no ransom money was 
paid in Crawford’s abduction, although 
NBD reportedly had made the money 
available. 
Crawford, a bachelor, lived with his 
parents in Grosse Pointe. 
The FBI started to search in Licking 
County in central Ohio on Wednesday, 
but agents permitted no one, including 
local and county authorities, in the 
area. 
The area being searched was in the 
county’s northeastern section, within a 
half mile of the Knox County line. 
Three men were arrested in the 
abduction of Crawford. 
A third man, Chester S. Wysoeki, 36, 
also of Dearborn, was arrested and 
arraigned in D etroit after being 


arrested in suburban Farmington. 
Garsides and Nabozny 
appeared 
before a U.S. Magistrate in Columbus 
and were lodged in the Franklin 
County Jail in lieu of $100,000 bond 
each. A hearing was scheduled for 
Dec. 18. 
The FBI said Garsides, Wysoeki and 
Nabozny all were “in flight from ap­ 
prehension” when they were arrested. 
"It was known at that time (of the 
arrests) that Crawford was not with 
them, nor was he under their control,” 
an FBI spokeman said.

formation to give you right now about 
the fate of Mr. Crawford,” he added. 
Asked whether the FB I knew if 
Crawford 
was 
alive, 
the 
F B I 
spokesm an reiterated his earlier 
statement and said, “I can’t comment 
on that now.” 
The spokesman emphasized that the 
abduction involved “attempted ex­ 
tortion” and he repeated that no 
ransom money was paid. 
The spokesman said the three were 
charged with conspiracy to commit the 
crime of bank larceny through the use 
of a hostage. 
Witnesses told police that Crawford 
was forced into a car by another man 
outside the bank as he reported for 
work. 
The bank and Crawford’s family 
broadcast appeals to the abductors to 
contact them with details for the 
ransom drop, but police said no con­ 
tact ever was made.
